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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the art on record fails to 
teach adopting bits having a measured value beyond a threshold value, which is predetermined. Examiner disagrees. Examiner would 
point out that Lo et al. (US Patent 5,732,139) teaches first and second users only adopting measured bit values which fall within a 
tolerable rate (for example, a maximial error rate of 3%, see column 6, lines 17-31). Examiner interprets the claim language in its 
broadest reasonable interpretation in view of the specification and in this case the limitation "adapoting only bits having a measured 
value beyond a threshold value which is predetermined" is interpreted as adopting a key string if an error rate doesn't exceeds a tolerable 
rate that is predetermined. Examiner assertst that the combination of Lo et al and Mazourenko et al teaches the claim language and 
therefore the rejection is respectfully maintained. 
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
